A tongue-like receiving portion 9, 
which is protruded slightly obliquely downward, is provided on a side opposite to the 
attaching side of the base plate 4 or base portion 5', so that the base portion 5 of the 
base plate 4 of the snap element 1 can be received._

17. (New) A snap fastener according to claim 12, wherein at least one of the 
snap elements is formed with injectionimolding means using thermoplastic resin such 
that the base portions of the base plat^ are molded and attached on the attached 
bodies.

21. (New) A snap fastener according to claim 12, wherein the pair of attached 
bodies attached on the base portrans of the base plates of the snap elements are 
disposed such that center lines onhe attached bodies are on a same line. -- 


REMARKS 

With this Amendment, the pending claims are claims 1-6 and 8-21. In the Office 
Action, the Examiner objected to the specification. The Examiner rejected claims 3, 4, 
and 11 under 35 U.S.C. § 112 as indefinite. The Examiner rejected claims 1-4, 8, and 
11 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by the Robson patent (U.S. Patent 
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
